“centralized” at the main 
branch in Rehov Hechalutz, 
where the congestion has al- 
ways been appalling thus 
causing severe hardship to 
patients.

When my child had to be 
treated by a surgeon for an 
infected wound and was run- 
ning a high temperature, I 
had to take her to the Rehov 
Hechalutz branch.

my own branch, the child 
finally received treatment — 
about three hours later. She 
reached home in a condition 
of utter exhaustion.
